the  portico  mtil  twenty-five  mlimtes  before  one  o'clock.    About  hiia  mvB  the  caW 
tumt*  jnd^s  of  f^e  stJBjreiae  c«mrt*  mlnmxt  mm  tron  every  part  of  the  country, 
forei^  ©inlstars  dressed  In  brilliant  cowt  costtzae,  and  a  vast  conarajree  In 
front.    Hear  midday  the  clouds  hegm  to  roll  back  from  the  east  tomrd  the  west, 
fher©  S9€B^d  to  be  bat  one  cl<ml  and  It  moved  im  aiasa«,  the  ©astern  edge  being 
well  defiwi,  not  rai^d.

JxBt  as  the  President  stepDed  forward  to  rea''  his  inaugU3raLL  the  evening  star, 
Venus,  Just  orer  his  head,  hung  a  aaaent  on  the  edge  of  the  clofud,  then  stood 
forth  hriarht  an^  as  "brilliant  as  one  wer  sees  it  in  Kansas  on  a  clear  evening. 
Biose  on  the  portico  could  not  see,  but  ^e  multitude  in  front  pointed  skyward 
and  hoped  it  -nresaged  something  favorable. 

'Bie  papers  of  ttiat  day  announced  that  Bishop  Simpson,  of        1.  l.chiatfe, 
would  preach  next  day  in  ttie  Hou^e  of  Bepresentatives,    §oing  early  in  order  to 
"be  accoiaaodated,  not  only  were  the  seats  and  galleries  found  occupied,  Imt  aisles 
and  every  place  of  passage  were  padced  with  an  eager  throng;  <mly  the  speaker's 
desk  and  the  platfona  iimmdiately  in  ftrtait  were  vae«flat.

Prm  the  heginn  • 
iag  the  prearher  had  the  full  sympathy  of  the  aiidlence.    As  he  contintied  In  his 
aaasterful  mimer,  descriMng  tJie  'blesBlngs  that  accoEroai^  lit»rty,  the  world*  • 
hope  centered  here,  the  effort  "put  forth  to  preserve  the  govermaent,  the  great 
sacrifices  already  made  aynd  #iat  ffilj^it  yet  b©  n€w;essaxy,  the  ir^iu^^o^  hiirdea 
that  rested  on  t^s^e  Prraident's  shmildars^  the  atsdience  seesaed  transfixed. 
President,  «ho  sitting  ^?ith  his  ri^t  side  towards  the  iroeaker  and  could  be  easily 
observed,  strait^ tened  a  little  in  his  chair  and  listened  intently.    Four  years 
before  i&en  tha  writer  first  saw  him  Ms  jfiace  vrsm  apparently  well  preserved  and 
roimded  out  as  wa-old  be  expected  in  one  <Hily  fift^r-two  years  old.

cane  threats  of  vengeance,  not  -acamin^ed  wit^  curses,  but  all  the  liiile  tears 
followed  each  other  thick  and  fast  as  they  coursed  their  way  down  over  the  brimzad 
eSleeks  of  the  defenders  of  cmr  cotmtry— for  th^y  c  ried  IIJsb  children,  aad  so  M.  s<* 
played  their  true  laanhood.

He  jxhb  got  up  a  apeooh  on  tlie  Jwinaoa-tiobraska 
bill  v/hioh  he  iiaa  nevor  raiido  before  and  ho  h^ia  oono  down  hero  to 
*try  it  on  tiio  dos^*  before  h©  delivers  it  to  larger  audlenoos. 
My  f^^ther  la^J^,^d.  iuid  nasaed  on,  ^;olni;  to  tho  iikin  hotel  Vi/iilch  ruxQ  a 
houae  EltuatQd  on  tho  aouUiaaat  oor?ier  of  tiio  blook  on  whioh  t!io  now 
court  house  nox?  atanda.  Llnaoln  and  Illciiard  Yatea,  Sr.,  had  driven 
to  Winohoator  from  Jackijonville  tiiat  aoruiiit:..  In  the  aftamoon  about 
150  or  :K>0  ;^,atiiored  in  the  upper  rooia  of  tha  old  court  houae  situa- 
ted in  tha  oenter  of  tlie  public  anuaro,  novi  tliu  city  park.  On  tho 
W0  3t  side  of  the  old  court  rooa  tiiore  waa  a  diaa  or  r<'ilaod  platform 
for  tlio  Judaea  seat  iuid  deak.  Linooln  atood  in  front  of  Uiis  platfona 
on  the  floor  and  made  hi:?  spoecli  vfhioh  ^aa  a  roply  to  varlbuo  argunienta 
advanced  by  Jenator  jow?,la8  in  favor  of  his  Kanaaa-Mebraaka  bill.  In 
January,  1054,  Douglas  had  lntroduOi?d  in  the  Jonate  hivT  Kansas- 
Nebraska  bill  abrogating?,  tiie  Missouri  oomproialae  lino,  and  Nay  of  that 
aarae  year  it  becmae  a  law.  It  waa  a  ahoak  to  the  feelings  of  tho  people 
in  the  liorth  and  ospecialiy  In  the  state  of  Illinois,  whore  lit  caused 
a  revolt  among  a  large  portion  of  Dout::;laa*  uQnooratio  folIo"?5'in6  and 
cofTipelled  him  to  hurry  home  from  v/aahlriir^ton  to  "mend  hifj  fenoog;'* 
in  oonnequence  he  had  been  maKlr^  apeechea  at  various  places  in  the 
northern  nnrt  of  the  state,  Ohlcaeo,  aaloaburg  and  other  points.  I

'Jov;,  lay 
fx'iends,  oBXi  this  country  be  saved  i^on  that  baaia      If  it  can,  I 
will  oonaldcr  n^'^aelf  on©  of  the  happiest  raen  in  the  world,  if  I  oan 
holp  to  savQ  it.  If  it  cannot  -bo  savod  upon  tiiat  principal,  it  v/ill 
bo  truly  a?/full    'iut  if  this  country  oannot  bo  saved  without  ^ivins

He  had  been  told  by  detective  i'inkerton  of  tlio  plot  to  aaaasaln- 
atej;^  tho  next  d?iy  in  Baltimore  on  hi 3  r7ay  throu^Sh  that  city  to  "'ash- 
iHoton.  'mat  ?/as  tho  last  tirae  I  3aw  ir.  Lincoln  alive.  In  -^pril, 
1365,  I  attendod  his  funeral  obaofiuioa  held  at  Jpriiii^fiold,  111., 
and  wa,^  one  of  the  niany  thouaanda  i^ho  filed  slowly  throu£^i  the  old 
Stat©  houao  aiid  viewed  hi 3  raiaains  lyings  on  a  catafalque  in  the  upper 


roan.  Pooplo  of  tho  progent  tiajr  aiid  gonoratlon  liavo  but  little  Idea 
of  t>ie  profound  ;.;riuf ,  i^sreat  lodj,  ana  uttar  lielplesanoas,  wMch  the 
people  of  tiiat  t.lrae  folt  In  the  death  of    r,  Linocln.  I  aaw  nany 
strong  :aen  shed  tear 3  aud  hoard  i-aany  vronen  ory  aloud,  and  for  weeks 
tho  only  rsj  of  hope  and  coiiaolation  vfaa  In  U-arfloldVs  expre^aloni 
"Ood  reigns;  and  Uio  i^ovarTmunt  at  Washington  still  llvos.'' 
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
